Pres­ 
ently the three returned and from the 
landing of the hotel steps Mr. Jarvis 
introduced the successful candidate 
to tho enthusiastic crowd. 
A speech 
was called for but Mr. Brant assured 
them that ho was not an orator and 
merely thanked them for the confidence 
they had placcd in him and assurred 
them that the city of Benton Harbor 
would never regret the choice it had 
made.

W ashington, April 5.—The W ashing­ 
ton Post la y s th a t unless Spain, w ithin 
forty-eight hours, yields all by su rren ­ 
dering Cuba, w ar cannot be averted.

W ashington, April ».--The president 
has completed his Cuban message, and 
it will be presented to congress tom or­ 
row. Secretary Long, after the special 
cabinct m eeting last night, authorised 
the Associated Press to m ake this 
statem ent. 
The message, 
which 
In 
itself is long, will not be accom panied 
by the consular reports dealing w ith 
the state of affairs in Cuba. These will 
go to the com m ittee on foreign rela­ 
tions of the senate for its private 
inform ation, and will not be m ade pub­ 
lic Just now. 
The diplomatic corre­ 
spondence between the U nited States 
and Spain will not be subm itted at 
present. 


Every Secretary Wa* Present. 


The cabinet m eeting lasted from ^ 
until H, and w as devoted entirely to 
the careful reading and discussion of 
the president's d raft of his message. 
E very m em ber of the cabinet was 
present. The docum ent w as gone over 
point by point and m et w ith the ap ­ 
proval of the cabinet In every m aterial 
respect. 
The only changes m ade were 
in a few points of verbiage. W hen the 
m eeting was over and the members 
dispersed there w as a general a ir of 
relief and satisfaction on all faces, as 
though the air had been cieared of 
doubt, and the m em bers—firmly re­ 
solved on w hat they deemed the proper 
course of action—had set out to follow 
the course to its logical conclusion. 
The suspense evidently w as over. 


Message W ill Unit Congress. 


Secretary Long apparently had been 
deputed as spokesm an for the m eeting 
and gave the above brief statem ent. 
As to the character of the m essage he 
refused to speak. It was learned from 
other sources, however, th a t the m es­ 
sage is In p art a review of Spain's 
course In the present and previous 
w ars In Cuba. 
That It will coatain 
some definite recom m endations m ay be 
inferred from the rem ark of one m em ­ 
ber. “W hile I can say nothing esplicit 
concerning the details of the m essage," 
said he. “I m ay say th a t it is a strong, 
explicit statem ent, and one w ith which 
congress will be thoroughly in accord." 
It was suggested th a t congress w as 
pretty thoroughly In accord w ith the 
F oraker resolution, but nothing more 
explicit eould be obtained. 


Consular Reporte Dlseouated. 


It is understood th at while the con­ 
su lar reports on Cuba are w ithheld i 
from the public for the present, out ; 
of regard for their authors who are 1 
still in Cuba, their publication is not ! 
deemed essential by the cabinet. 
One 
m em ber In discussing this point said: 
“They contain only inform ation which 
has by this tim e been quite thoroughly 
presented to the public from other 
sources." From the fact th at the diplo­ 
m atic correspondence is not presented 
with the m essage it is inferred th at 
its m ain features are touched on in the 
m essage itself either in the form of 
extracts or m erely in substance.

ACTIOlIf TO BE TAKEN TOMORROW. 


Congress W ill W ait No lin g e r but W ill 
Pass W ar RosolutionM. 


W ashington, 
April i.

about the Capitol yesterday, and a 
general understanding to th at effect 
was reached. The Republicans will not 
Initiate, and the Dem ocrats will nut try 
to force, an y action on Cuba until to­ 
morrow, when the president’s message 
will 
be received. 
W ith th a t under­ 
standing the senate foreign relations 
com m ittee did not report and the house 
foreign relations took no action yes­ 
terday. 
It is know n th a t the senate 
com m ittee has agreed upon a resolu­ 
tion, practically the F oraker resolution, 
declaring independence and Interven­ 
tion, with an am endm ent fixing the re­ 
sponsibility for the destruction of the 
Maine upon Spain, either by design or 
crim inal negligence. 


The house foreign affairs com m ittee 
will report. If possible, a resolution in 
line with the president's recom m enda­ 
tions, and it is known th a t efforts are 
being mad« to have the resolutions of 
both com m ittees agree w ith the presi­ 
dent’s wishes. 
The conference of Re- 
publloan m em bers of the house w as 
adjourned until 11 o’clock tomorrow by 
the com m itttee in order to aw ait the 
message, 
lloth houses discussed the 
Cuban situation yesterday, but It w as 
simply prelim inary to the more im ­ 
p ortant debate and action to be taken 
before the week ends. 


Interesting statem ents are made by 
senators 
and

called upon the president yesterday, 
and the impression gained from them 
w as th at the m essage will declare for 
Independence of Cuba. W ith the excep­ 
tion of the purchase of ten steam ships 
for use for auxiliary cruisers the day 
w as devoid of developm ent In the 
m ilitary and naval branches of the gov­ 
ernm ent.

definite recom m endations to congress, 
one of which will be the recognition of 
independence. 


As to the mediation of Europe or the 
pope, speaking on this point, one of the 
cabinet officers said: “You can say for 
me th at all the powers of Europe and 
the heads of all the churches may pro­ 
pose m ediation to Spain If they desire, 
but the U nited States will positively not 
listen to mediation of any kind th at 
does not lead to the acceptance of our 
condition, which Is Independence for 
Cuba." 
N otw ithstanding the m any re ­ 
ports of European mediation they a s­ 
sum ed their first tangible form yester­ 
day afternoon when a t least two of the 
foreign establishm ents in W ashington 
received official inform ation th a t an ex­ 
change of notes between the great pow ­ 
ers was now In progress w ith a view to 
arriving a t a basis on which they could 
m ake a Joint proposal for m ediation. 


It Is evident th at the exchange has 
not yet been productive of a common 
understanding, as the am bassadors and 
m inisters a t W ashington have not yet 
received instructions 
to

under H. Btepbons, vice president of tbe 
Confederate states, and other southern 
ooniniissioners und President Lincoln 
aud Secretary Be ward to discuss pro 
liminarics of peace. Many otticers, in 
eluding General i irant und General Por 
tor, were in attendance on this meeting 
Vice President Stephens was a sa 
low, under.si'/ed man, whose skin seem 
ed shriveled on bis bones. One of the 
ofticers said of him, at the end of an in 
terview, “ Tho Lord seems to have rob 
bed that man’s body of all its llesh ant 
blood to mako braius of them.” 


On his arrival, Mr. Stepbons, says 
General Porter, was wrapped from his 
eyes to his heels iu a coarse gray over­ 
coat about three sizes too large for him, 
with a collar so high that it threatened 
to lift his hut otY every time be leaned 
bis bead hack.
